Andin the 2d Aét, at Pag. 50. he aflerts direétly that 
he is infallible, to Q. Comman-Senfe herfelf.

‘Q. C.S. How do I know you are infallible ? 

* Firehb. Ha! do you doubt it? nay, if you doubt that, 

* I will prove nothing’, 


In thefe places, the generality of the Englifh Clergy 
are reprefented as claiming in/fal/ibi/ity to themfelves, and 
a blind obedience from all the Laity in de/ieving whatever 
they afirm. This is declared to be the onely proper 
meaning of that Faith which they require. This is 
a great difcovery, which our Poet muft have made by his 
Intimate acquaintance with the Clerzy ; there being nei- 
ther any fuch claim, nor any fuch account of Fuith, to 
be found in any of their writeings. 

Firebrand concludes his {peech to Law and P//ick, be- 
gun in Pag. 45. with this advice to the latter:

So that all the World, it feems, a// Nations are deceiv’d 
and cheated by the generality of Lawyers, Phyficians,

{pirited undertaking in our Poet to endeavour to unde- 
ceive them. 

In the Second Aét, in Pag. 49. the Ghof of Comedy 
{peaks thus to Q. Common-Senye alleen,

That what bas been, may be, has been hitherto generally 
allowed to be a true faying: but our Author, a great op- 
pofer of ancient errors, here ailerts the contrary. For 
itis evident from the difcourfe between Law, Pébyfck, 
and Divinity in Pag. 42, 43. and from the complaint ot 
Q. Commeon-Senfe corcerning the abufes of Law, in Pag. 
44. and thofe of Divinity, Pag. 45, 515 that they are all 
three reprefented as having impoted upon mankind, cu- 
ring the life of Cummon-Senfe, and ot Comedy wo; and the 
Conc'ocation, no doubt, fate within that period. But our 
Poet’s prophetic fpirit, {peaking through the mouth of a 
Ghoff, foretells, that thefe, and feveral other things, 
which had been done, while Q. Common-Senje was on earth, 
will mot, and cam not ever happen again wile fhe contl- 
nues here. 

The opinion of the appearance of Spirits being ridi- 
culed, as never feen an/e/s in fleep, the Englith Clergy are 
reprefented at Pag.

| | AVING thus fully proved that your Remarks 
are neither well grounded upon Authcrity, Truth, 
Reafon, or any jolid Foundation; it would be no 
hard matter (if there were room in your Pape: for it) 
to fet the Axtignity of Scotland in a much clearer light 
than Rapin has done, and to prove that Haprian 
the Roman Emperor, who reigned anno Chrifli 117, 
built his wall from Tyne to So/vey, for defence againtt 
the Scots, for hetherto pertaineth the anfwer of FLorus 
to Aprian,

And that after him Severus, who begun his reign 
anno Chriffi 193, having greatly enlarged the Roman Con- 
quefts, was for their prefervation obliged to caufe build 
another Roman wall, much further north than the for- 
mer, viz. from Forth to Clide (in Scot/and) on purpofe 
to defend againit the Scots. And ScaLierr points at 
thofe walls when he talks of the Scots having jet Limits to 
the Roman Conquefts, which to be {ure was the harder 
to be done, by reafon that the greatnels of the Romans, 
as Well as their fame, depended {o mightily upon them. 

which you may eafily believe, fince your own Catx- 
TON, in his old Chronicles of England, affirms, that 
the King of Scots affifted CasstiLon King of the Bri- 
tons againtt Jutius Casar ; who, according to Bgpe, 


oa Britain fixty years before the Incarnation of

who liven in the Augu/fan age, proves their antiquity. 
Quinte Caledonios, Ovive vifure Britannos, 


Craupian alfo defcribes the Scots as a people who 
frequently fought againit the Romans, and thus in his 
Panegyrick upon the 3d Confulate of Honorius, he 
fays of THEonosius, 


Tile leves Mauros nec fallo nomine Piéos 
Edomuit, Scotumque Vago mucrone feculus. 


And in Honorisus’s 4th Confulate, 
Tile Caledoniis po/uit gui caffra pruinis. 


Seneca alfo mentions, —— Ceru/eos Scoto-Brigantes. 
In fhort, Rapin has only very fuperficially and curfo- 
rily mentioned the Antiquity of the Scots, whereas the 
moft learned Criticks, Hiftorians, and Aatiquaries of all 
the nations in Europe, as the great Baronius, SCALI- 
Ger, Saumasius, Lipstus, Carotus, Siconius, Fa- 
vinus, &c. have moft pathetically defended it. 

Nor is the Antiquity of the Scctifb race \efs f{upported 
by domeftick, than by foreign Authors, tor the Hittory of 
Scotland having becn written with great {pirit, fidelity, 
and judgment, by Forpon, Boi.rnius, Bifbop Leotiz, 
and Archbifbop Spotiswoop, &c. and by BucHANaN in 
{uch inanner, as induced a very clever French Author 
(vid. Vicrort Memoires des Ambaffadeurs) totay, That 
the talent of writing Hiftory bad not been found on this fide 
of the Alps in any, fave in Buchanan, who bad written 
the Hiftory of Scotland bester than Livius did that of 
Rome. Allof them agfe in this, That the Scutije Colo- 
nies were governed in this ifland by Furcus tee firft, 
who was their firft King, and who begun bis reign aboxt 
330 years before the Sun of Righteouj/ness dejcended upon 
earth, to illuminate the world with the brightness of bis 
prejeuce. 

And that accurate Antiquary Sxgne (in his Table of 
the Kings of Scotdand) gives us this particular Chrono- 
logy of Fercus the firft, viz. That be reigned in the 
year of the world 3641, before Chri 330 years, in the 
fir year of the 112 Olympiad, in the 421 year of the 
building of Reme, about the beginning of the 3d monarchy 
of the Greciats, And BucHanan’s Hittory has it, p. 
100, about the time that Au.txanvDeR the Macedonian 
Jack’ad Batilon. 

The Scotifo Antiquity having been thus maintained by 
whole armies of Authors, as Well ancient as modern, and 
atielted by fuch a prodigious cloud of inexceptionable wit- 
nefles, as weil foreign as dumeftick it may poflidly be asked, 
How it came to pajs that ever any doubt was raijed about 
it ? And as to this, the moit probabie reafon feems tv be, 
that 440’ the name of Scotia, or Scotland, was originally 
peculiar to the country of the Scots, yet it afterwards hap- 
{ned, that that name was for fome time promitcuouily 
given (efpecially by itrangers) to the country of the Irife; 
and the Ay¢eraians with their ulualaddret., carried that 
chyuch fo far, as thereby (by an extraordinary piece ol 
plagiarifm) to deprive the Scots of their saints, their 
Jeldiers, and ibeir jcbolars, to the very great detriment of 
the honour of the Scotifh nation, which, vo do it juttice 
(withouc the leaft vanity y may be allowed to have pro- 
duced, at J/ecit, jome ot the def, the dravefl, and tie 
greate/i men of the world. 

Neverthelefs, the faid Hydernian chynch, pitiful that it 
is, has been with great ingenuity improved by tome 
Englifh Authors, froma defjign, no dourt, of magnifying 
their country at che expence of their neighbours. But tho’ 
that (during hoftilities between the Scots and Englith) 
might been thought no ignovle piece of emulation, i/ 
its real injuftice bad uot exceeded the imaginary honour 
of it; yet after the virtual and reciprocal naturaliza- 
tion of both nations, by the natural defcent of the 
Crown of England upon the King of Scottand, and 
after the {ubfequent incorporation of both Kingdoms by 
the Treaty of Union, whereby both nations became fub- 
jeéts of the fame Sovereign, and fervants to the fame 
mailer, and by the mature of monarchy, as well as of an in- 
corporating Union, they fallto be confidered as children 
of the same family; it is therefore to be thought, that 
the penns of the learned might be much better employed, 
than in reviving any of thoie o/d di/putes, which in di- 
rect violation ot all the faid mutual ties of Nature, Com- 
ped, and Law, feem to have, at leatt, tome remote ten- 
dency (as glanceing at the honour of one part of the uni- 
ted Kingdom) to jet a nation of friends by the ears. 

And therefore upon the whole, it is to be hoped, that 
what has been faid in favour of the Scots (deing merely 
defenive) will be thought no lefs excufable, than thole 
dayly Encomiums initilled into our ears by Englifhmen, 
concerning their Lacs, their Liderties, and their Country,; 
and yet none of thefe are, in truth, fo extraordinary as
